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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State 
of New Hampshire the Commissioners of Grafton 
County herewith present the annual report of the Com- 
missioners, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of 
County Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, 
Chaplain, Physician and Farm Bureau. 


Our Treasurer, Harry 8. Huckins, has again col- 
lected all County taxes for the year 1944. 


The number of inmates cared for at the Farm 
shows a slight decrease over the year 1943. With the 
increased cost of labor and supplies, the per capita cost 
was increased to $8.26. The hospital as usual has been 
well filled and provides good care and comfort for those 
requiring hospitalization; it is a real financial asset to 
the County. The buildings connected with the Farm 
are in first class condition, repairs being made as 
needed. For the excellent conditions at the Farm we 
are indebted to Superintendent and Mrs. J. E. Andrews, 
their assistants together with all others, who have con- 
tributed to the success of the Farm. 


Most of the departments kept well within the bud- 
get estimates. Superior Court costs exceeded their ap- 
propriation due to a murder trial and the excessive 
overdraft which appears against the Register of Deeds 
was occasioned by the additional expense of having 
County books rebound. An appropriation was allowed 
for this work for the year 19438. However, this work 
was not done until 1944. Their unexpended balance 
of $2,518.47 in 1943 more than offsets the 1944 over- 
draft of $1,921.92. 


There was a decrease in all types of Welfare for 
the year 1944. This includes care of the Poor not on 
the Farm, Old Age Assistance, Board and Care of 
Children and Aid to Dependent Soldiers and families. 
This, of course, is due to improved business conditions.

Reimbursements on Direct Relief cases and Board and 
Care of Children for 1944, which for the most part are 
collected by our County Investigators, amounted to 
$5,269.34. 


The net debt of the County on December 31, 1943 
was $35,749.54 and on December 31, 1944, $20,225.79 
or a decrease of $15,523.75. This decrease of debt and 
with a funded debt of only $50,000.00, which is for 
bonds issued to build the new Almshouse in the year 
1929, the finances of the County are in the best of 
condition. 


The Commissioners wish to extend their thanks 
to the various County and Town officers and all others 
for their assistance in carrying on the work of the 
County.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 82, 
Section 27, of the Revised Laws, the biennial audit and 
examination of the accounts of Grafton County has 
been made by the Division of Municipal Accounting of 
the State Tax Commission. The audit covered the 
fiscal years ending December 31, 1942, and December 
81, 1948, and the period from January 1, 1944, to Feb- 
ruary 29, 1944. Submitted herewith in the report of 
this audit, including Exhibits and Schedules as here- 
after listed: * 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Included in the audit and examination were the 
accounts and records of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, and Superintendent of the County Farm. 


Comparative Balance Sheets: 


December 31, 1941, and December 31, 1942 
(Schedule C-1)

It will be noted that in the fiscal year ended Dec- 
ember 31, 1942, the Net Debt of the County decreased 
from $67,250.45 to $15,446.85, and in the year ended 
December 31, 1948, an increase from $15,446.85 to 
$36,052.28 took place. This increase in Net Debt was 
occasioned by the fact that in the County Budget for 
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1943, as adopted by the County legislative delegation, 
the entire amount of the cash surplus as of December 
31, 1942, amounting to $52,922.26, was used to reduce 
the amount necessary to be raised by County Tax. 
(Schedule B-2) 


The policy of using a part of the cash surplus to 
reduce the amount of County Tax is generally followed 
by the Counties in the preparation of their budgets, 
and we believe that this is sound procedure. When the 
entire amount of the cash surplus is used for this pur- 
pose, however, it often results in an increase in the 
Net Debt as well as an increase in the County Tax in 
the following year. Wedo not consider it advisable to 
use the whole amount of the cash surplus for purposes 
as heretofore stated.

In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1942, a net 
unexpended balance of appropriations of $50,594.39 
and a net revenue surplus of $2,327.87, resulted in a 
net budget surplus for that year of $52,922.26. 


In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1943, a net 
unexpended balance of appropriations of $23,411.53, 
and a net revenue deficit of $617.26 resulted in a net 
budget surplus of $22,794.27.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS 
AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the County Commissioners 
and Clerk of the Superior Court during the period 
under review were examined and compared with cor- 
responding entries in the Treasurer’s records. The 
classification of expenditures was noted. The Commis- 
sioners’ orders were properly supported by vendors’ 
invoices or by payrolls. County relief orders, issued 
by local overseers acting as agents of the County, were 
likewise accompanied by the original bills. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent 
of the County Farm were examined and audited. Re- 
ceipts of the Farm from the sale of milk and cream, 
livestock and produce, and from boarders and hospital 
cases, were checked by source through the triplicate 
receipt forms. The use of this form of receipt was sug- 
gested in the report of the last County audit made by 
this Division. All funds from these sources were prop- 
erly accounted for by the Superintendent through de- 
posits to the credit of the County Treasurer’s account 
in the Woodsville National Bank. 


A book for the classification of county farm re- 
ceipts and expenditures has likewise been installed in 
accordance with our recommendation. 


A change in the payroll procedure at the County 
Farm has also been made. All County Farm employees 
are now paid by the regular County order-check drawn 
against the general funds of the County.

Expenditures made from the Farm Superintend- 
ent’s Petty Cash fund were supported by proper re- 
ceipts. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
the Superior Court of Grafton County were examined 
for the period covered by the audit of other County 
accounts. Invoices, expense accounts and payrolls sup- 
porting orders issued by the Clerk of Court were in- 
spected. Receipts from fines, costs and bail were 
checked from the court dockets and found to be proper- 
ly recorded by the Clerk. 


Statements submitted by the sheriff and deputy 
sheriffs for reimbursement of expenses incurred or 
services performed should contain more complete item- 
ization and should be supported by receipts in cases 
where money has been paid out on account of “meals 
for jurors,” etc. Dates of ‘“‘court attendance” should 
be indicated. All mileage accounts should be itemized 
so as to show the date, place of departure and places 
visited and rate charged. This is particularly neces- 
sary inasmuch as the rate of mileage allowed a sheriff 
or deputies varies according to the number of prison- 
ers he may be transporting. 


The new form of jury payroll suggested has been 
adopted. This form furnishes a more complete record 
of payments made to jurors on account of mileage and 
services. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Competitive Bidding 


It was noted that during the period of audit the 
law relative to obtaining competitive bids on purchases 
of equipment and material exceeding fifty dollars in 
amount has been complied with. When competitive 
bidding was waived by unanimous vote of the County 
Commissioners, a record of such vote together with a 
statement of reasons therefor was made.

Balance Sheet 


A slight change was made in the Balance Sheet 
of December 31, 1948, as originally made out. This 
was affected through the additions to the liabilities of 
the item: ‘‘Due Collector of Internal Revenue, a/c In- 
come Tax Withheld during last quarter of 1943, —

Filing of Invoices 


A substantial saving in the time required for the 
audits could be made if bills, invoices and payrolls were 
filed in numerical sequence, corresponding to the 
orders and cash book entries, after the close of the 
fiscal year. These could still be filed in alphabetical 
order during the current year as at present, and ar- 
ranged in numerical order thereafter. 


Accounting Procedure 


As heretofore noted, several changes in account- 
ing procedure, which were recommended in the report 
of the last audit by this Division, have been made. 


These include: 


(1) Issuing of receipts in triplicate form by the 
Superintendent of the County Farm. 


(2) Depositing of all funds received at the Coun- 
ty Farm, directly to the credit of the County 
Treasurer’s account. 


(3) County Farm employees paid by regular 
County order-check issued by the Commis- 
sioners. 


(4) Petty cash fund set up for the Superinten- 
dent of the County Farm. 


(5) Record book containing classification of 
County Farm receipts and expenditures in- 
stalled. 


(6) New form of jury payroll adopted by the 
Clerk of the Superior Court. 
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In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of 
the Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary 
of its essential features should be published in the 
next annual report of the County. This letter of trans- 
mittal should be included in its entirety. The publi- 
cation of Schedules is optional. 


The appreciation and thanks of the members of 
this Division is hereby expressed to the officials of 
Grafton County and their office staff, for the time 
given and the assistance rendered during the course of 
the audit.

SELECTMEN OF TOWN AND OVERSEERS 
OF THE POOR 


Your attention is called to the following extracts from 
the laws of 1908: 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding 
his death shall be entitled to recover from the estate 
of such persons the sum or sums paid out for such 
assistance the said claim to be preferred claim against 
his said estate after payment of funeral charges, ex- 
pense of last sickness and expenses of administration, 
provided he leaves no widow or minor children at his 
decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the sup- 
port of any person unless, he or the person under 
whom he derives his settlement, shall have wholly 
gained a settlement therein during the ten years pre- 
ceding the last date of application for support pro- 
vided that no person having a settlement in any town 
in this state upon arriving at age of seventy years 
shall lose that settlement on account of being exempt 
by law from paying a poll tax, if he resides in said 
town. 


ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS IN QUARANTINE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110 
Following Section 6 


SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is 
placed in quarantine by a board of health, to protect 
the public against small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or any other dangerous, infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, it shall be the duty of said board to assist such 
person or family while in quarantine in such manner 
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as in the judgment of the board may be deemed wise 
and necessary. 


SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such 
part thereof as. the board may determine, shall be 
deemed as legitimate expenditure for the protection 
of public health and shall be charged to the account of 
incidental expenses, but not to any indigent pauper ac- 
count, nor shall such expenditure be construed to 
mean a public aid to the person or persons so quaran- 
tined and assisted unless such person or persons are 
already paupers as defined by the Public Statutes.

Dennis 
Hobbs, who was our turnkey for several years, was 
called into service and the position has since been filled 
by Alex Page. 


The hospital remains under the supervision of 
Miss Annie Johnson, R. N., who, with her faithful as- 
sistants, have done their usual good work. 


For entertainment we have had to depend mostly 
upon ourselves. Have had several parties and our 
annual picnic which was held on Wesley White’s farm, 
on the pinnacle, was greatly enjoyed by us all. 


At Christmas time, a party of young people from 
North Haverhill under the leadership of Rev. and Mrs. 
MacKenzie and Mrs. Stoddard, brought us a musical 
entertainment which was much appreciated. This, 
with the assistance of outside friends, helped make 
Christmas 1944 a joyful occasion. 


The Bookmobile has continued its regular trips 
and many magazines have been sent in. To all who 
have contributed in any way to our comfort and pleas- 
ure, we extend thanks. 


We deeply regret that Mr. Gadd, who has worked 
with us for years, has closed his labors as County Com- 
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missioner. His good advise and kindly counsel will be 
missed by all employees, and we can only wish him 
success in the years ahead. 


In closing, we extend thanks to the County Com- 
missioners, County Physician, Chaplain and all em- 
ployees for their co-operation and helpfulness during 
the past year.
